HELP THE WEAK PARTNER 


The city’s power plant shows an in- 
crease in surplus for January of $1,500 as 
compared with last year’s figures, and 
the outlook is said to be that larger sur-

This would seem to be a good time to 


consider a reduction in the power charges | 


to the street railway, in order that fares 
may be reduced and a bid made for in- 
creased traffic. Spring is coming, and 
with it several hundred automobiles which 
have been in storage all winter will come 
into competition with the street cars. 


HANG UP A REWARD 


There will, surely, be a willing re- 
sponse on the part of citizens per, to 


the appeal of Commissioner Mitchell that 


they co-operate with the police in round- | 


ing up the humorists—or lunatics—who 
ring in false alarms of fire. Seemingly 
nothing will stop this persistent nuisance 
but the arrest and punishment of some of 
those responsible for it. It is not possible 
for the city to keep a policeman posted at 
every alarm box. The offenders under- 
stand this, and are taking advantage of 
their supposed security. 

As the tax-bill goes up every time the 
alarm rings, the taxpayer has a financial 
inducement to see that it is only rung 
when there is a fire. How about still fur- 
ther sharpening his interest in the sub- 
ject by offering a reward of $5 for every 
fo'lse alarmist who is turned in to the po- 
lice, with immunity to the captor if the of- 
fender suffers damages in the process? 


THE TRANS-CANADA HIGHWAY 


The Government of Manitoba is to 
commence this spring the construction of 
a road from Whitemouth to the boundary 
of Ontario. Whatever the local uses of 
the road, its construction will be of gen- 
eral interest because it will link up the | 
highways in northern Ontario with the | 
highway system of Manitoba—and hence | 
with the whole road system of the three 
prairie provinces. 

Slowly but surely a. trans-Canada 
highway is thus being brought into exist- 
ence by piecemeal extension of the pro- 
vincial systems. Even at the present rate | 
of progress there is a prospect that ten 
years hence it will be possible for a motor- 
ist to travel from Halifax to Vancouver | 
on fairly serviceable roads without leav- | 
ing Canadian territory. | 

But is it good business to wait for this | 
slow evolution of a trans-Canada high- | 
way by the unrelated enterprise of the 
provincial governments? Last year more 
than 4,500,000 foreign automobiles enter- 
ed Canada “for touring purposes”. They 
carried probably three times that num- 
ber of passengers, from each of whom the 
Dominion Government collected something 
in the way of revenue, directly or indi- 
rectly. . 

It would seem to be sound public pol- 
icy for the federal Government to take a 
hand in this highway-building project, 
push it to completion, and thus offer an- 
other strong attraction to the free-spend- 
ing American tourist to visit the Domin- 
ion and make an extensive exploration of 
the country. 


WHO DO THEY REPRESENT? 


Thus far the naval reduction confer- 
ence at London has produced a declara- 
tion from the United States delega 
that that country should have another bat- 
tleship, a declaration from the French 
delegation that that « y needs more 
naval tonnage, a dec! yn 
Italian delegation that that country 
have more warships, and a declaration 
from the Japanese delegation that the is- 
land empire needs a more powerful fleet. 

With the exception of the groups rep- 
resenting Great Britain and the Domin- 
ions, the conclave is unanimous that 
way to cut down naval armament 
lighten taxation is to build more war: 
That is the remarkable conclusion that 
has to be accepted if it is assumed that the 
conference has not forgotten altogether 
the business for which it was broughi to- 
gether. 

Yet, of the delegations at London, not 
one went there with a mandate, from the 
people it is supposed to represent, to de- 
mand an increase in naval armament. It 
would be interesting at this juncture to

The great war was supposed to make |

come the reduction of navies, and the | 
lightening of taxation. But from the drift | 
of things they are likely to get exactly the | 
opposite as the net result of the labors of | 
their alleged representatives at the “re- | 

duction” conference.

completely dextrinized it tends to 
produce constipation and is decid- 
edly non-laxative unless some laxa- 
tive substance is put in the cereal. 

Many of the toasted brans on the 
market are not completely dextrin- 
ized and therefore the bran has a 
stimulating effect on the intestines.

mind, while yet protecting them from 
social disqualifications. They should 
be made ashamed of it, yet not ostra- 
cized on account of it, This is both 
wise and considerate. I should add 
in the same temper that they should 
be informed that such paroxysms of 
anger are hysterical, and that hysteria 
is not a disgrace but imposes @ warn- 
ing in inuch the same sense that a 
weak heart imposes caution in phy- 
sical exertion. 

Persons of this temperament should 
realize their menace to themselves and 
others and watch thelr emotional steps 
accordingly. It seems wiser to en- 
courage the victims of temper (to 
speak considerately), or the {ndulgers 
in temper (to spenk morally), to talk 
the matter over not with those most 
directly affected but more calmly and 
objectively with an outsider who 
stands in some relation of confidence 
or authority. 

It’s a safe predict’on to anticipate 
from what we know of tantrums in 
children, that the attacks are likely 
to come in the downhill stages of ner- 
yous condition, whiche cast their 
shadows before. Such danger signals 
should be heeded and special care be 
exercised unti] the downgrade turns 
to an upgrade.

ganization. 

Behind closed doors, representatives 
of Saskatchewan farmers will discuss 
the problems facing agrarians today— 
problems that are accentuated by the 
pronounced recessions of late in prices 
for a half-size, if high-grade, whea* 
crop. Manitoba and Alberia farmers, 
who have already held their 1930 
conventions, meet in open session. ‘ibe 
Saskatchewan unit, largest of the trio, | 
is the only prairie farm body which 
sits in private, 

All Canada will watch Saskatoon 
this week in case the farmers of Sas- 
katchewan may take some definite, 
stand regarding the existing grain- 
market situation, Mayor John W. Hair 
of Saskatoon, who alleges that a 
“campaign” 1s being waged against 
the Wheat Pool by interests who seek 
to pound down wheat prices, has even 
suggested that the drastic reduction 
of wheat acreage. in Saskatchewan 
might be urged for the coming year; 

Consideration of the compulsory 
pool and of possible entry into poli- 
tics are regarded as certain items on 
the convention's agenda. Manitoba 
and Alberta have already expressed 
opposition to the compulsory pool by 
legislation, but United Farmers of Al-
